STODDARD had no fa.cts or figures regarding any contributions to 
Senator HATFIELD'S campaign or to Senator HATFIELD personally, 
but believes that large payments have been made. 


STODDARD related a long history of conflict with 
HATFIELD, dating back to the mid-60's, when due to HATFIELD'S 
influence STODDARD was removed from his position as director of 
the Bureau of Land Management. STODDARD advised that a subsequent 
GAO investigation cleared him of all accusations but HATFIELD 
was still able to provide active intervention to assist a 
special interest group such as the WESTERN FOREST INDUSTRIES
